S.O. 386(E).—- 4 n exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 
of 1906J, the Central Government hereby determines that - 


(a) the coins of the following denominations shall also be coined at the mint for issue under 
the authority of the Central Government in the memory of “ Sant Tukaram “, namely .- 


(i) One Hundred Rupees; 

(ii) Fifty Rupees, 

(iii) Ten Rupees; 

(iv) Two Rupees;
